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Less than ù year ago Helnnt Schmidt, 
uow Finince Minister in Bonn, noted that 
fiye per cent price increases are hetter 
than Five per cent unemployment, ind hiv 
cumment lid not create a stir. 

Unemployment is seli-evidenlly u more 
Alırming stilte of affairs than rising prices 
and the dismissal of inflation as a mote or 
less harnless phenomenon that is 
inherent in statements of this kind failed 
to upset anyone, 

The evidence that wildcal strikes are 
tending to undermine hitlıerto firm 
social structures ought to make people 
stop and think, however, It proves that 
inflation continues to be a destructive 
force that must not be underestimated, 

It also shows that the problems behind 
the strike wave can be solved reither by 
the two sides of industry nor by 
individual firms. 

In paint of fact phenome na of this kind 
can only be averted by a full stop or at 
least a perceptible slow-down in the 
depreciation of money. It is not up to 
industry to impose the brakes on 
declining purchasing power, This is the 
job of politicians and the government,

This results in legal uncertainty that 
cannot bul dankıge the sucial sel-up. The 
trade unions have taken long to gain 
deceptance as the solo representation of 
the employees with whom the employers 
may negotiate. Now this position is being 
underniined by the workers, of all people. 

This contradictory state of affairs 
conveys some idea of the problenı behind 
the wildcat strikes that have hottened up 
the late summer. 

In the wake of past inflation warnings 
have often been sounded to the effect 
that continual inflation leads to lhe 
disintegration of soclety. In recent years 
wamings of this kind have frequently 
been brushed aside by the powers tliat be, 

Lessons learnt from the past no longer 
apply, it was argued. Creeping inflation 
has grown tolerable now that nearly 
elghty or ninety per cent of the 
population earn or draw wages, salaries 
and pensions that increase more or less on 
a par with prices. 2

at the same time it is hard to see what 
else they might do, 

Were they to make Lhe current wildent 
strikes official they would be condoning a 
breucll of existing wage agreements, 
which — once the situalion returns lo 
normal, whlch it is bound to sooner or 
later — 1s going to make life considerably 
harder for them the next time they mcet 
the employers round the conference 
table. 

At the same time they cannot afford 
openly to oppose the strikers. Thiswuuld be 
to run the risk of forfeiting the goodwill 
of sectlons of the working clss, 

The only people interested in alienation 
of this kind are {hose who will have no 
truck with the entire systent: ralleals, 
anarchists, extremlsls. 

Only at first glance would i1 appear to 
be in the employers’ Interest to attack the 
unions for nat only tole rating strikeathat 
take place without their approval but also 
organising meetings in support of the 
strikers, 

On reflection it is obvivusly nut in the 
employers" interest either for the trade 
unions to be undermined from within or 
from the rank anid file. 

Besides, on the quiet many employers 
no doubt sympathise with the unions 
when they express appreciation of the 
reasons lhat have led to the strikes, The 
reasons are only too evident when the 
wage increases gained at the last round of 
negotations have already been nmıore than 
offset by rising prices, and it would be 
hard to deny that the strikers have a case 
in the circumstances. 

Wage agreements must be adhered to, 
however. The trouble with wildcat strikes 
is that they call the whole wage 
negotation structure into question, the 
systenı being based on the 1iacit 
assumption that the trade unions are 
empowered by the employees to 
negotiate wage levels on their behalf, 

This being the assumption, not only the 
unions but also the workers are bound by 
the terns of wage agreements, and

H amburg's department of justice may 
allow prisoners to have “sex-dolls” 
in thelr cells to relleve thelr sexual needs, 
“Tho légal position is currently under 
examination,” a spokesman claims, 

A nunıber of prisoners have appliod For 
a sex doll — a true-to-life female figure 
made of rubber or plastic. The Justice 
department denles rumours that prisoners 
at tlie semflcopen prison in Neuengamıme 
already have a sex doll. 


Joachim Seelor, ihe city’s Senator of 
Justice, has rejected ,Ihe introduction of 
“‘love ‘cells’ on the Scandinavian model as 
belng “contrary to human dignity”, But 
it does not appear that the flnal word has 
yet been spokeıı on tlıis issue, 


The deparlmont of justice has indicated 
that the provislon of love cells could help 
prisoners relieve their sexual urges. The 
ouly condition would be Lhat Lhese 
speclnl cells were well away from prying 
eyes aud siluated outslde of or on the 
periphery of the prison conplex. 


The department of justice is also 
consllering even more generous parole 
regulations for prisoners, Sone thirty per 
cent of prisoners are Romel parole four 
times a year.

Furer liberaliilian of Lhe parole 
regulations would, the justice department 
claims, not only allow prisoners to have a 
norma} sex life bul would alsocenable then 
to establish more general contacts with the 
world outside.

Bebel, a strict and at times humourless 
moralist, did not approve of such a casual 
and cynical’ attitude. But that did not 
stop him from adopting a stance close to 
cynicism in actual! political practice,’ 

A truly revolutionary Marxist wing 
developed within tle party under ‘the 
Intellectual leadership of Rosa Luxern- 
burg after the Russian Revolution of 
1905. The group began to propagate the 
revolutionary general strike —~ muclı to 
ihe annoyance of tite trade unions who 
believed they had .a monopoly on 
activities .of this type, Bebel resorted to 
every taatical subterfuge he could muster 
in order (o avoid open confrontation with 
the trade unions and the State. : 

But August Bebo! was nonetheless a 
radical. He was a radical representative of 
the interests of ihe working classes and he 
Was 2 radical democrat, His loyalty to the 
spirit and institution of democracy bore 
dogmatic and almost religious features, 
Philipp Scheldemann, later to become the 
first Premier of the Weimar Republic, 
wrote in his memoirs that he and ga 
number of his younger colleagues in 
parliament organised a ancy-dress parade 
in the Reichstag during carulval, August 
Bebel stormed ueross lo them and 
strongly objected to this debasement of 
parliament, 

The political system that Bebel bitterly 
fought up to the end of his life was not 
the bourgeois capitalist society as such, 
however strongly he pilloried social 

Hevances, but its particular political 

or — the authoritarian Prussian State. 

The apparent hostility of German 
Social Democrats to tle State was only 
one, side of the coin. Their veiled 
nationalist, Democratic and social patriot- 
ism was the other,

This soclo-historical outline scents to 
contradict the traditional vlew that Bebel 
of all people was one of the 
representatives of the radical classcon- 
sclous and specifically Marxist wing of 
German Social Democracy. 

This vlew is not incorrect, Bebel, and 
even more so his older frlend and parly 
ce-chalrman Wilhelm ‘Liebknecht, was a 

Tsonal' friefd of Marx ‘xand’ Engels 
particularly Engels) and always regarded 
limself as a convinced Marxist. Marx and 
Engels themselves had thelr doubts. 

He passlonately fought revisionism, the 
atlenıpf lo “revise” the theory and tactics 
of the strict class struggle by approaching 
tha bourgeois standpoint. He also made 
use of his ample demagogic talents. 

The Marxism advocated by „German 
Soclal Dentocrats before the First World 
War was admittedly both remarkable and 
contradictory. Tlie partly progtanne and 
the plıraseology normally adopted by the 
9 closely followed the doctrines of its 
ate and great teachers, Marx and Engels. 
. But tlıis only appllod to theory and 

party programme, Policy. documents 
contained Jittlo of concrete value about 
the actual political practice of a mass 
Jlabgur party in a senıidemocratic State 
and nothing at all about the establisl- 
ment of a class-less Socialist soclety,. 

Despite the radical party programme, 
Pragmatisnı was the watchword. within 
the trade unlons In the administrative 
Organs of social insurance schemes, on thê 
local government level or in lhe provincial 
assembles of the liberal states in South 
Germany. 

One revealing symplom uf the 
contradictions Inherent in the official 
Social Democratic attilude was the letter 
Jgnaz Auer, one of Bebel's colleagues on 
ihe party executive, wrote to Eduard 
Bernstein, the theoretician of revisionism:

There is an old and well-known 
photograph picturing August Bcbel 
surrounded by the then members of ihe 
Partly executive. It is a fascinating sight, 
Among the muslachioed and bearded 
faces of dapper bourgeois and petty 
‘bourgeois figures there is only. one reall 
imposing individual wilh high forehead, 
thin cheeks, Penetrating eyes, bushy 
eyebrows, praıninent nose and the vital 
energy of expression caused by the firm 
mauth and protruding chin, intensified 
by a small white gaatee beard. The 
legendary authority Bebe] had over the 
parly for more lhan half a century can be 
believed wher looking at this photograph, 

Bebe! was born In 1840, a Prussian 
aflîcer's sou. He was trained as a tunmter, 
la later years he owned a lueraliye 
concern of his own. This state of atfairs 
was in a certain sense lypieal for the 
old-style German Social Democracy.

Warking in glass was an art known to 
Antiquity. It was common in the eastern 
Mediterranean and in th? Rhin? Area 
colonised hy the Roamans, where it 
reached in ugh degree uf technical 
perfection, Then the arl died out, and 
was forgotten for nore than a milleniuin. 
Il was re-discovered about 1600 at the 
court of Rudolf II in Prague. The new 
acquisitions of the Krug collection 
include a few items from the first and 
second centuries AD superscribcd 
“Antiquity and Islaunie Glass", They are 
mostly blown glass vessels for holding 
liquids. 

Then comes the leap into the late 
fifteenth century and the fascinating 
world of drinking vessels with fantastic 
decorations, 

One highlight of the collection is the 
seclion devoted to Venetian glass and the 
richly represented Baroque glass from 
German . and Bohemian cul glass 
manufacturers. 

The Baroque period favoured cup 
shapes, particularly with n motif of arms, 

There are. nıany exhibits of the glass 
mugs of middl[e-classes in the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centürles, These are 
designed with animals and hunting scenes, 
heraldic motifs and many religious 
themes.

His 

influence on the theory and practice of 

ınodern chemistry was unparalleled. 

When head of lhe Max Planck Institute 

for Coal Research in Mülhein he managed 

to convert ethyl gas into higlvmolecular 

synthetic material under normal pressure 

and at a relatively low temperature. 1 

He made his discovery in 1953 — it is 
slll the most important method of 
manufacturing synthetics today — and 
brought to an end lhe purely experlimen- 
lal research in this sector, The synthetics 
aga could begin. : 

Ziegler first used aluminium alcyl] and 
zircon sall as a catalyst in this 
manufacturing process. Later he developed 
a whole series of [urther substances to 
control chemical reactions from case to 
caso as destred. Metal alcyls of his type 
are toclay generally classified os Ziegler 
catalysts, ر‎ 

Ten years after his decisive break 
Hırough — his method is now used 
througlrout the world — Professor Ziegler 
shared the Nobel Prize for Chemistry with 
Professor Giulio Natl of Milan who 
liad udded to Ziegler's work by evolving a 
method of intluencing the internal 
structure ûf the molecule,

Mental disease lias assumed such 
proportions today that specialists have 
estimated that one person in a hundred 
needs hospital treatment. Unfortunately 
fewer than one hundred thousand beds 
ae available at the 150 special 
institutions in thls country, 

The Institute for Soclal Hygiene drew 
up a revealing set of figures to illustrate 
ihe current situation. Private expenditıtre 
or cars amounis to 28 milliard Markg 
annually. People spend 20,2 milliards on 
alcolıol, 12.1 milllards on tobacco and 
9.5 millards on holidays, Public expendi- 
ture on the building and maintenance of 
hospitals only totals 2.4 milliard Marks, 

The shortage of beds for the mentally 
sick should lead to greater use of 
out-patlents’ treatment prescribed by a 
doctor with psychotherapeutic training. 
But once again the sufferer's condition 
Proves an obstacle, 

The egocentricity of the mentally sick 
whıo avoid exploring the internal psyche 
of another individual and the reluctance 
to establish contact that this causes 
makes the sufferer want to avoid visiting 
a psychiatrist, 

Ifa sufferer does consult a psychiatrist 
İt is done in complete secrecy, In the Old 
World a visit to the psychiatrist can bring 
a person into discredit for being “mad”, 
apart from ihe considerable costs 
psychiatric treatment entails. 

Things are different in Americu, Any 
family wlio thinks anything of itself has 
its own family psychiatrist, A frank and 
honest talk can often provide effective 
help, especially as extremely efflcient 
new metirods of psychotherapy have been 
developed in tecent Years. Every doctor 
knows from experience that half the 
battle, is won when Palients are 
encouraged to talk about their menttal 
confllets, 

Social psychohyglene and social welfare 
must also help. Professor Ewald Gerfeldt 
claims they must aim at avoiding mental 
damage and resulting false development 
in childhood. They must rid puberty 
conflicts of any explosive content, ensuite 
that mental shocks in adulls do not lead 
to addiction, suicide or marital break- 

down and finally persuade old people 
that they are nol abandoned, lonely and 
helpless.

Man foars in his subconscious mind any 
threat to lils individual nature, the 
iendency for human beings lo become a 
soulless fuvcelêss nıass and tho insecurlly 
of an age in which all values are changing. 

Tlie average person's living and working 
condi tions doubtlessly encourage these 
fears. Any person of normal mental 
heullt wants to give his Hfe as auch 
meaning as possible through his own 
aclive productivity, But workers today no 
longer see the end product of their 
labours. They are more or less CUBS iiı one 
vast micliine, 

Anxiety about haviug made a mess of 
one’s Hfe and of having failed to carry out 
one’s duties correctly is there fore one of 
Ihe reasons for the subconscious « 
existential fear to be found deep in the 
psyche. 

This symptom is accompanied by the 
threat to individual tesponštbilily’. The 
outcome is a flight into the world of 
alcohel, nicotine or auarcotics, 

Tlıis is no exaggeration, In the Federal 
Republic alone there are about half a 
million alcokolies who ougltt to be under 
hospital treatment, More than one 
hundred milliard cigarettes are smoked 
every year.
